1 . I am the sole inventor of the subject matter claimed in the present patent 

application. 

2. I invented the claimed subject matter while employed by Hyundai

9. On information and belief, Mr. Lazar provided to Mr. Sani the draft of the 
Lazar Paper that was filed as Appendix A in Provisional Application No. 60/023,955, to which 
the present application claims priority.
